To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

In  obedience  to  the  laws  regulating  the  public  printing,  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  to  you  'Hhe  exact  condition  and  the  amount  and  cost 
of  the  public  printing,  binding,  lithographing,  and  engraving;  the 
amount  and  cost  of  all  papers  purchased  for  the  same;  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  proposals  made  and  contracts  entered  into  for  the  purchase  of 
paper  and  other  materials;  all  payments  made  during  the  nine  months 
ending  June  39, 1877,  under  the  direction  of  my  predecessor  and  myself, 
including  those  for  material  and  labor  for  the  Congressional  Record; 
the  amount  of  work  ordered  and  done,  with  a  general  classification 
thereof,  for  each  department;  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  said 
establishment,  and  the  time  each  has  been  employed;  and  such  further 
information,  touching  all  matters  connected  with  said  printing-office,  as 
may  be  in  my  possession."

Committee  on  Printing  has  the  exclusive  control  of  the  matter  of  con- 
tracting for  paper  for  the  public  printing,  and  of  "  fixing  a  standard  of 
paper  for  the  different  descriptions  of  Congressional  and  executive 
printing."

The  amount  expended  during  the  nine  months  ending  June  30,  1877, 
on  account  of  the  public  binding  was  $312,780.78,  the  details  of  which 
will  be  found  in  Statement  No.  6.  The  value  of  materials  on  hand  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  $50,125.59. 

CONGRESSIONAL  PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 

During  the  second  session  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress,  there  were 
printed  for  the  Senate  482  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  47  executive  docu- 
ments, 48  miscellaneous  documents,  176  reports  of  committees,  and  2 
confidential  documents.  For  the  House  there  were  printed  654  bills  and 
joint  resolutions,  46  executive  documents,  45  miscellaneous  documents, 
and  219  reports  of  committees.
